FIRST EXTRA SESSION—TENTH DAY. 


SEX IT E . 


Sacramrxto, April 13, 1881. 
The Senate was called to order at 10 o’clock, Presi­ 
dent Mansfield in the chair. Roll called and quorum 
present. 
Minutes read, corrected and approved. 
At 10:15, on motion of Mr. Chexet, the Senate 
took a ret ess until 2 o’clock. 
A fternoon Session. 
Senate convened at 2 o’clock, President Mansfield 
in the chair. 
The communication of the Governor, asking the 
Senate to confirm certain appointm ents named was 
taken up. 
On the confirmation, Mr. Enos raised the point 
th at the appointm ents were for the filling of posi­ 
tions, the vacancies in which will not occur for 
some time, and questioned the right of the Gov­ 
ernor to make the app intm euts at this time. 
Mr. N kumaxN called attention to the decisiou of 
the Supreme Court on filling vacancies, and claimed 
th at under the decision the appointm ents m ust be 
made and confirmed at this time. 
Mr. Rtax claimed that as the vacancies would not 
occur for nearly a yt ar, it would be unjust to allow 
the Governor to appoint for such vacancies now. 
The roll was called and the appointm ents were 
confirmed as follows : 
William H. Knights, State H arbor Commissioner, 
by a > ote of 28 to 7. 
J. H. Neff, State Prison Director, by a vote of 29 
to 5. 
J. H. Heasing, Inspector Gas Meters, bv a vote of 
30 to 5. 
George A. Knight, Insurance Commissioner, by a 
vote of 31 to 4. 
John Mai tin, Port W arden, by a vote of 32 to 4 
J. West Martin, Regent of the University, by a 
vote of 31 to 4. 
B. B. Redding, Regent of the University, bv a vote 
of 32 to 3. 
E. J Crane, Trustee of Deaf, Dumb and Blind 
Asylum, by a vote of 32 to 3. 
Mr. Pakdkk, frcm the Finance Committee, re­ 
ported back S. B. 3—making appropriations for the 
support of the Government of the S tate—without 
recommendation. 
S. B. 2, dividing the State into Senate and Assem­ 
bly Districts, was taken up. 
Mr. J o.vnson offered an am endm ent to strike out 
all after the enacting clause, and substitute therefor 
S. B. 9, to divide the State into Senate Districts» 
and S. B. 10, to divide the State into Assembly Dis­ 
tricts, with the exception of placing V entura county 
with Kern, instead of with Santa Barbara, as an As­ 
sembly District. 
Under this bill as printed, Inyo county is assigned 
a place in both the eleventh and fortieth districts. 
Mr. E nos opposed the am endm ent, claiming that 
it was not such a bill as was demanded under the 
Constitution ; th at it did not apportion the State 
into districts as nearly as m ight be in accordance 
with the census returns, and was not only unjust 
as between the various counties of the State, but 
decidedly as to San Francisco. 
The am endm ent of Mr. Johnson prevailed by a 
vote of 22 to 10: 
A further am endm ent by Mr. Johnson, renum ber­ 
ing some of the districts, was adopted. 
Mr. Ryan offered an amendment, taking Trinity 
out of the Second and placing it in the First Dis­ 
trict, which was lost. 
Mr. Lanoford offered an amendment, giving San 
Joaquin an additional Assembly District. 
Lost. 
A t 3:26 Mr. Enos moved to adjourn. Lost. 
Several amendments were offered, all of which 
were voted down, when the bill was ordered en­ 
grossed and placed on its third reading. 
A resolution by Mr. Georgk, instructing the En­ 
rolling Clerk to prepare and report the pending bill 
before the bill on roads and highways, was defeated 
by ayes 23, noes 13—not a two-thirds vote. 
A t 4:25, on motion of Mr. Ryan, the Senate ad­ 
journed, to meet at 10 o’clock to-morrow morning. 


ASSEM BLY. 


S acram knto, Apnl 13, 1881. 
Called to order at 11 a. m., Speaker Parks in the 
chair. 
A. B. 12—the deficiency bill for the thirty-second 
fiscal year—was reported to the House from the Ap­ 
propriation Committee with recommendation th at it 
pass. 
The Uou e went into Committee of the Whole 
upou the bill, the Speaker in the chair. 
The items 
of $580 for salaries of Deputy Clerks of Supreme 
Court, and 8800 for salar}’ of deputy reporter of de­ 
cisions of Supreme Court, were struck out. 
The 
committee offered items as amendments as follows: 
For per diem and mileage of Assemblymen, $21,000 ; 
pay of officers and clerks of last Assembly, $3,500; 
contingent expenses of Assembly, 86,000 ; per diem 
and mileage of Lieutenant-Governor and Senators, 
$10,000 ; pay of clerks of Senate, $22,000. 
The com­ 
m ittee then rose and reported tha bill back to the 
House, and it was read a second time. 
A motion to 
strike out the item of $400, for salan- of bookkeeper 
in Controller’s office was lost—39 noes, 36 ayes. 
Passed to third readi g. 
The general appro; riation bill was read as re­ 
ported from the Committee of the Whole, and the 
am endm ents adopted. 
An am endm ent was offered 
by the Appr *nnation Committee to make the item 
for the State burial grounds also applicable for re­ 
pairs to the m onum ent of ex-Governor Bigler. Car­ 
ried. 
Mr. P a u lk moved to reduce the am ount 
named i r D eputy Insurance Commissioner from 
$3,600 to $1,600. 
The mover and others argued in 
supi»ort of the am endm ent on the ground that the 
D .puty was only a clerk, and th at the Constitution 
expressly states that >1,000 .shall be the lim it for 
the salary of any clerk. 
Mr. M a t and others op­ 
posed, m aintaining th at a L cpnty was not a clerk 
in the 
sense 
contemplated 
by the 
Constitu­ 
tion, and the Legislature had so decided by 
establishing 
the office 
and 
fixing 
the 
sal­ 
ary 
at 
the 
am ount 
named 
in 
the 
bill. 
Lost—ayes 31. noes 35. 
Mr. G r if f it h moved to 
amend the clause granting $5,000 for secret service 
fund, so as to require the Governor to render an 
account for the m anner in which it is expended. 
Lost. 
Mr. E stk\ moved to amend the bill so as to 
appropriate $15,000 for construction of a wall around 
the iutate Prison grounds at Folsom. 
Mr. H artson 
mo vet s.o make the am ount *10,000. 
Mr. E stb t ac­ 
cepted the am endm ent of Mr. Hartson 
The objec­ 
tion bi ing raised that the am endm ent was new leg­ 
islation, and could not be included in the Appropria­ 
tion bill w ithout a law previously authorizing it, 
Mr. V an F l r e t offered as a substitute that $10,000 
be appropriated for the purchase of lime, cement 
and other materials for the construction of such 
wal*. Substitute accepted and adoption urged by- 
Messrs. H artson and Van F l r e t. 
Adopted—a>es 
41, noes 28. 
The S pe a k e r at 1 o’clock declared a recess until 
2 r . m. 
A fte rn o o n S e ssio n . 
House reassembled at 2 r. m., and the Engross­ 
m ent Committee reported as correctly engrossed A. 
B. 12 (deficiency bill). 
Consideration of the general appropriation bill 
was resumed, and Mr. M a t ukws of Tehama movet 
to make the item for stationer}', fuel, lights, etc for 
the Legislature and State offices $25,000 instead of 
$30,000. 
He thought that as the Legislature sits in 
regular session bu t sixty da}S, th a t the $25,000 
would be sufficient, and read statistics of expenses 
of j»ast 8css;ons in support, and to show th at the 
Secretary of State can m ake th at sum do. Mr. M a y 
replied, showing th at Secretary Beck spent in four 
years for like purposes over $59,000, with two 
sessions of the Legislature, and 
th at it was, 
he believed, honestly expended g Under Republican 
rule there arc tw o 
regular sessions, and 
the 
extra session, and the am ount asked by Seeré- 
tarv Burns per year is less than th at used by his 
predecessor for a like period. 
He read statistics to 
show what various legi lators drew for stationer}- in 
the last Democratic Legislature. 
Mr. M a th ew s ad­ 
m itted the sums were extravagant, and th at the 
items read were drawn by Democrats. 
The debate 
created much amusement. Mr. M a t h e w s claimed 
Mr. May’s showing proved the necessity of his 
am endm ent, and th at the present Secretar}- asks 
more than was asked by Mr. Beck. 
The Chair do’- 
sired to warn members not to m ake a record to be 
pulled up on them by successors. [M erriment.] The 
am eudm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Lank moved to amend th at for the sum for 
building water tanks at the Napa Asylum the 
work be done by days’ labor. 
Ruled out of order 
as being new legislation. 
Mr. L a nk appealed from 
the decision. 
The Chhir was sustained. 
Mr. L ank moved to amend the item for purchase 
of ballot paper to make it read “ for irfn te ballot 
paper.” 
Ruled out of order for like reason. 
Mr. B u rk s moved to strike out the item of $300 
for pasting and pr. serving coupons in the Treas­ 
urer’s office. 
He thought the clerks ought to do it. 
Mr. M ay said it was not a duty of the clerks, and 
the clerks had plenty to do of regular duty. 
Mr. 
F elton and M r. M u r ph y fa\ored striking out the 
item, the former declaring the whole work should 
not am ount to one week’s 
tim e. 
Amendment 
adopted. 
Mr. L eacu moved to strike out all items for Dis­ 
trict. Agricultural Societies. 
Lost. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r asked why the Guardian of the 
Yosemite Valley is not paid out of the proceeds of 
the rents in the valley. 
Dr. M ay explained the 
m atter. 
The House then ordered the bill engrossed and 
gent to a third reading. 
Mr. Mukpuy gave notice of 
a motion to reconsider the item ic the bill for the 
priton wall at Folsom. The Chair said th at would 
prevent the bill coming to a third reading Thurs­ 
day, and finally held the notice out of order. 
Mr. 
Murphy withdrew the notice. 
On motion of Mr. May, A. B. 10 (tax lew ) was 
taken up and placed on its second reading. 
The 
bill provides for raising for the thirty-third fiscal 
year : For general fund, $1,050,000; school fund, 
$1,200.000; interest and siuking fund, $315,000. 
For thirty fourth fiscal year : General fund, $1,300,­ 
000; school fund, $1,200,090; interest and sinking 
fund, $315,000. 
The committee moved to amend, 
to strike out $1.650,000 (general fund thirty third 
year) and make it $1,868,800. 
Mr. Gilm ore moved 
to amend the am endm ent by m aking it $750,000. 
He said the bill would require a tax of 65 cents for 
State purposes, and that such a rate 18 toe high, and 
th at it takes too much money to run the % tate gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Connecticut has a State tax of but 15 
cent*, Massachusetts but 3$ cents, and other States 
ringe from 3J cents to 5 cents. The average of the 
States of the Union is e tax levy of but 28 
cents. 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Delaware 
have no 
State 
tax 
on 
real 
estate. 
Nearly all the 
States raise a less sum foi State purposes than Cali­ 
fornia. 
He excepted the Sout hem States, which have 
heavy debts. He claimed that a tax of 40 cents will 
be sufficient on which to run the State Government. 
He said the prisons and insane asylums of California 
alone cost $650,000 for support. 
Michigan levies 
but 13 cents; Maine, Missouri and Nebraska, 40 
cents ; New York levies G5 cents, and expends over 
$7,000,000 for the State Government. 
He urged at 
length th at the tax rate be greatly lowered. Mr. Ed 
w a r p s said the appropriation bill had been discussed 
and agreed to, and now the House m ust provide for 
the money. 
Mr. May said the speech of Mr. 
Gilmore didn’t fit the case. 
It was us if a 
man 
finds his expenses 
$1,000 a year, and 
resolves 
to 
continue 
to 
live 
at 
that 
rate, 
b u t to pay it with $300 a year, aud 
let the 
rest go as a debt. 
The Constitution says the Legis­ 
lature shail not do this, and prohibits the creation 
of any debt in excess of $300,000 in total aggregate 
of all liabilities. 
Mr. Gilmore’s plan is not states 
manship. 
He had a contem pt for buncombe and 
sham, and wcsn’t a Cbe*p John man in the wav of 
government. 
He'd wait to see if Mr. Gilmore used 
the $25 voted him for stationery. 
He believed in 
running the State institutions right, even if it doe

The committee moved to amend 
for sinking and interest fund (thirty-fourth year) to 
strike out $315,000 and make it $398,000. 
Adopted. 
Mr. D agoktt moved to amend to m ake the item for 
the school fund (thirty third year) $1,300,000 in­ 
stead of $1,200,000, and a debate followed as to 
what is really needed for the Department of Public 
Instruction. Mr. H arthon finally certifying th at the 
Superiuteudent of Instruction 
had shown the 
Committee on Ways and Means th at $1.200,000 
would bo all th at was necesstry, and Mr. M ay taid 
the original intention of the people of the State* 
was to allow $7 per child per vear for education. 
The total num ber attending school is 110,000, and 
the proposition now is to allow about $12 instead of 
$7. 
He favored reduction in the gilt-edged system 
of the schools, but was as warm a friend of the 
common schools as they have.

THE OPPOSITION TO THE 
MILITIA. 


Whenever State appropriations for the 
support of the militia are umler discus­ 
sion, some one is sure to utilize the op­ 
portunity to abuse and decry that indis­ 
pensable institution, 
b’or the most part 
these sneers at the militia emanate from 
Democrats and foreign-born citizens. 
It is 
difficult to believe that any loyal native 
American could under any circumstances 
lead himself to this kind of assault. Tnose 
who abuse the militia appear to be actuated 
generally by one of two motives. 
Either 
they were formerly rebels, and naturally re­ 
tain a dislike to th e organization which put 
down rebellion, or they are inspired by 
th a t vague hostility to all the machinery 
for preserving order and repressing an­ 
archy which takes the shape of antagon­ 
ism to “ government,” no m atter of what 
kind. 
It is perhaps seasonable to point 
out that such attacks upon the militia are 
in no way injurious to the citizen soldiery, 
but that they do discredit ami impeach 
the judgment of those who make them. 
Every American and every sensible man 
knows that the militia arc absolutely 
necessary in a country which has long since 
determined not to maintain a large stand­ 
ing army. 
And it 
is 
not 
as though 
the usefulness of 
the militia was an 
open question, as it might have been 
perhaps a generation ago. 
But it has 
been demonstrated that crude and raw as 
this organization may be, it is capable of 
being developed into an agency by which 
any military results can be accomplished. 
'1 'te IJemocrats tried to beat the militia in 
the field, and failed. 
Then they tried to 
reduce the regular army to nonentity, and 
partially succeeded. 
Ami now they ap­ 
pear to wish to break down the militia 
system, 
ami 
so 
leave 
the 
country 
altogether defenseless. 
It 
is not at 
the 
South 
that 
the 
militia 
are 
despised, 
by 
the 
way. 
There 
the 
system lias been kept up since the war 
so vigorously that it sometimes appears 
doubtful whether the Confederate armie9 
had ever disbanded. 
But whether North 
or South the militia must lie kept up, and 
those who cast ridicule on the system, and 
try to defeat the uecessary appropriations 
for it, lay themselves open to the suspicion 
of being bad citizens in one of two ways, 
neither of which is creditable or honorable. 


A 
REMARKABLE 
STATEMENT. 


It is reported that when the poet mortem 
examination of H attie Deuel was made, it 
was discovered that she had “ not a sin­ 
gle drop of b'ood in her body." 
This is a 
truly remarkable statement. 
We have 
heard of persons who had fallen into so de­ 
plorable condition of health that their con­ 
stitutions were quite gone, and they were 
consequently driven to live upon their 
by-laws, but we never before heard of 
anyone succeeding in maintaining existence 
w ithout a single drop of blood. 
If the 
telegraph had made the slightest conces­ 
sion ; if it had been willing to leave her 
even half a pint of blood, we 
would 
have tried to believe the story, because 
we are mindful of the well authenticated 
case of the horse whose diet was reduced 
to one straw- a day, before he succumbed. 
But not a single drop is allowed us, and so 
we are forced to conclude either that a 
miracle occurred in this case, or that the 
telegraphic account of it is somewhat in­ 
accurate, to put it as mildly as possible. 
Physiology does not adm it the possibility 
of life w ithout blood, and though it is true 
th at Miss Deuel did die at last, we must 
decline to accept the theory that she lived 
until she had consumed the last drop of 
blood in her veins. 
This story would have 
suited one of the chronicles of the middle 
ages, but it is rather too strong for the 
present day. 


A very large percentage of the expense 
of living would be saved if the busi­ 
ness 
of 
the 
world 
was 
conducted 
on businesslike principles. 
I t is always 
the friction which costs most, and heed- 
lessues8 and ignorance produce more fric­ 
tion than all other causes put together. 
There is no community which is not 
chargeable to a greater or less extent w ith 
the vice of improvidence, and many of 
the drawbacks which from want of reflec­ 
tion are attributed to external influences, 
are really the elfects of tlie stupidity and 
perverseness of those who sufler from 
them. 
Whoever undertakes the study of 
modern transportation, for instance, and 
examines into the demand and supply of 
various communities, will soon perceive 
that there ¡3 an enormous waste of resources 
going on continually, and th at the public 
pay five or six times what they ought to 
pay for many things, simply because there 
is no guiding intelligence to show them 
where their interests lie. 
Take for illustration one or two facts in 
relation to trade in this ¡State. 
During 
the past five years or so a very important 
line of shipments in the shape of bottled 
beers has been established. 
These beers 
come from Milwaukee and St. Louis prin­ 
cipally, and they are imported to the 
extent of several millious of dollars an­ 
nually. 
Now the malt and hops used in 
making these beers grow in California. 
They are sent from here to the East. 
There water is added to them, and the 
process of fermentation is gone through. 
The product is then put into bottles, and 
reshipped to the Pacific coast in the form 
of a high-class freight, and the people who 
drink the beer here have to pay the cost of 
sending the malt and hops all the way to 
St. Louis and Milwaukee, of ntakiDg them 
iuto beer there, and of bringing that beer 
in bottles back again across the continent. 
Under a more intelligent system it is per­ 
fectly clear th at the malt and hops grown 
here would be made into beer in the State, 
and th at all this unnecessary expense of 
transportation would be saved to the con­ 
sumer. 
W hen the raw material is pro­ 
duced is the natural habitat of manufact­ 
ures, and when the raw material and the 
manufacturer are separated as in this case, 
there m ast be an immense amount of 
waste capital. 
Take another illustration, namely, that 
of wool. 
This is a wool-growing State. 
It exports ever increasing amounts of that 
staple. 
I t does this in so careless, slovenly 
and extravagant a way that full forty per 
cent, of the nominal weight of the staple 
exported is sheer waste ; that is to say, 
there is forty per cent, of dirt in every 
hundred pounds of wool sent East. 
Of 
course, freight has to be paid on the dirt 
as well as on the wool, and of course this 
involves a heavy loss. 
It would be per­ 
fectly easy to prevent this loss. 
It would 
be to the advantage of our wool-growers to 
clean the Btaple before baling it. 
But the 
slovenly method has thus far prevailed 
over all remonstrance, notwithstanding the 
obvious injury- it has done to the reputa­ 
tion of the California wool. 
The wool, 
however, is sent East as raw material. 
There it is manufactured, and then it is 
sent back again as high-class freight, and 
all this additional expense falls upon the 
consumer. 
The latter does not get any 
better goods than he would if the wool was 
manufactured here ; but he has the satis­ 
faction of paying three or four prices for 
everything he wears, and of knowing that 
he has- so managed as to secure the least 
possible advantage ftom his productive 
facilities. 
This kind of tbiug, however, has always 
been the favorite California method. 
It 
resembles the habits of our farmers, when 
they go to the neighboring towns to buy 
butter and eggs and bacon, and when they 
depend upon Chinese peddlers for their 
vegetables and garden 
stuff generally. 
N evertkeless people who refuse to exercise 
rational forethought in living, and who in 
so many instances seem to take a perverse 
satisfaction in doing everything the wrong 
w ay and the most extravagant way, ought 
not to complain if they find that life is more 
than usually difficult to them. 
I t is im­ 
possible for any community to obtain the 
benefits of production so long as what they 
produce has to be carried over a continent 
to be manufactured, and then brought 
back again, and thus ha3 to bear the cost 
of freight both ways in addition to the 
cost of manufacture, 
In early days the 
pioneers sometimes sent a shipload of 
dirty clothing to China to be washed, and 
that recourse is a fair example ofthe methods 
which have obtained among us ever since. 
A couutry that cannot make up its raw 
material cannot expect to get anything like 
the full profit of production. 
If it has to 
depend on distant communities for its man­ 
ufactures it will fare as the miners did in 
•19. It will find that the cost of transporta­ 
tion and the wages of middlemen eat up 
two-thirds of its legitimate returns. 
A 
country which has no cheap labor of its 
own, and which refuses to employ such 
j cheap labor as it can obtain elsewhere, 
| cannot expect to indulge in this kind of 
i fastidiousness for nothing. 
W hat it costs 
! to occupy the high plane of a dear-labor 
philosophy may be partly measured by the 
waste above exhibited, though the items 
j we have selected for illustration constitute 
but a small proportion of the whole loss. 
The truth is that we are carrying on our 
! business upon unbusinesslike principles, 
’ and the result is that we have to live in a 
j very wasteful and extravagant manner. 
Until we learn to do for ourselves many 
of the things w hich we now pay other com­ 
munities so highly to do for us, we shall 
never be a thrifty people, and we shall al­ 
ways oe living upon our capital. 


THE 
PAY 
OF 
THE LEGISLATURE. 


The question whether the members of 
the Legislature are entitled to pay during 
the extra session is one which no doubt 
possesses an abiding interest for these 
gontlemeD, though 
unless some public 
benefactor of the Bonanza Burke type 
should think fit to bring the question to 
a test, it is probable th at the Treasurer 
and Controller will determine it in accord­ 
ance with the most liberal construction. 
The Constitution is by no means clear 
upon the point. 
In Article IV ., Section 2, 
it provides that “ no pay shall be allowed 
“ to members for a longer time than 
“ sixty days.” 
In Article V., Section'd, 
it provides that the Governor “ may, on 
“ extraordinary occasions, convene 
the 
“ Legislature by proclamation, stating the 
“ purposes for which he convened it, and 
“ w hen so convened it shall have no 
“ power to legislate on any subjects other 
“ than specified in the proclamation, but 
“ may provide for the expenses of the 
“ session and other m atters incidental 
“ thereto." 
It may be held th at the 
phrase, “ expenses of the session and 
“ other m atters incidental thereto,” covers 
the pay of the members. 
Certainly their 
pay may be regarded as part and parcel of 
the expenses of the session. 
If it is not 
that, what is it ? It is true that in the Ar­ 
ticle first cited it is expressly provided 


th at “ no pay shall be allowed to members 
“ for a longer period than sixty d ay s;” 
but this may be construed as referring to 
regular sessions only, and it may be argued 
that the special 3ea3ious stand upon a dif­ 
ferent basis. 
It might also be said that if 
the provision of Article IV. applies to extra 
sessions, so also must the preceding pro­ 
vision, to the effect that “ the session of 
“ the Legislature shall commence at twelve 
“ o’clock M. on the first Monday after the 
“ first day of January next succeeding the 
“ election of its members ;” in which case 
the present session would be illegal and 
void. 
If we inquire w hat the intention of 
the Constitutional Convention in regard to 
this m atter was, we shall not find the ex­ 
planation easy. 
I t would seem as though 
the clause in Article V had been an after­ 
thought, 
and 
th at 
when 
Article 
IV., 
Section 
2, 
was 
adopted, 
the 
idea of extra 
sessions 
had 
not been 
entertained. 
The 
strong 
presumption, 
we think, is th at Section 9 of Article V. 
covers the whole expenses of the session, 
and that certainly must include the per 
■Item of the members. 
If this is so, how­ 
ever, it follows th at the Legislature must 
take direct action to provide for the ex­ 
penses of the session, and th at no author­ 
ity rests with the Controller and Treasurer 
to make any payments to the members un­ 
til such provision has been made. 
The 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee holds that the members are not entitled 
to any pay for the present session. 
W e do 
not kuow upon w hat reasoning this con­ 
clusion is based, but we are very sure that 
if it can be established the taxpayers will 
indorse it as the most satisfactory- view to 
be taken of the case. 
Our own interpre­ 
tation of the Constitution does not lead us 
to this opinion, but in a m atter of the kind 
we are quite willing to defer to those whose 
conclusions involve the saving of money to 
the State.

UNITED STATES SENATE. 


T E L E G R A P H IC

At St. Petersburg the city puliee are to be 
increased by 750 soldiers. 
General Kauffman, Governor of Turkes­ 
tan, has had a stroke of paralysis. 
The Ohio Republican State Convention 
w-111 be held at Cleveland June 8 fit. 
General Skobeloff officially announces that 
the Tekke Turcoman war is at an end. 
A rumor has reached Bombay that Ayoob 
Khan has fled from Herat to Meshed. 
One million dollars was withdrawn from 
the Bank of England yesterday for America. 
One million three hundred thousand dollars 
in gold arrived at New York on Tuesday and 
yesterday from Europe. 
Two thousand four hundred and thirty two 
immigrants arrived at Castle Garden, N. Y., 
yesterday, largely French. 
The Citizens’ Bank at Atlanta, Ga., has 
failed. Liabilities, $200,000. The assets are 
thought to be sufficient for full payment. 
The New York I’oet says the holders of 
most of the 8195,000,000 in six per cents will 
ask an extension at three and a half per cent. 
At Newark, N. J., yesterday, the drying 
department of the Peters’ Manufacturing 
Company’s oilcloth works was burned; loss, 
$30,000; insured. 
The investment of St. Petersburg by a 
chain of guards has beeu entirely abandoned, 
as more irksome to loyal persons than effi­ 
cacious against the Nihilists. 
J. H. Paine of Wisconsin has been ap­ 
pointed Chief Clerk of the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington, to succeed Gen­ 
eral T. A. Carmen, relieved. 
Glover’s Gap, W. Va.. is in a panic over a 
small-pox epidemic. 
The physicians are 
prostrated, and the Governor refuses to bury 
the dead, saying that the county should do 
so. Trains do not stop there. 
It is believed at London that news has 
been received from the East, justifying the 
hope of a peaceful settlement. 
Goschen, 
Embassador to Turkey-, will return to Eug- 
laud during the present month. 
. The charter election at Jersey City on 
Tuesday was one of the most ex iting known 
for years. The Boards of Aldermen, of Edu­ 
cation and of Eire Commissioners, which 
were Republican, are row a tie. 
Sergeant Bates, who carried the United 
States fl:,- through the South and Europe 
after the war. is dying at Saybrook, Illinois, 
leaving a wife and six children in extreme 
poverty. 
A Washington special says : It is now ap­ 
parent that the treasury policy in regard to 
the six percent, bonds will be an entire suc­ 
cess, and it is probable that the fives will be 
disposed of .in the same way. 
Gordon, one of the traversers in the Irish 
state trials, has been arrested at Claremorris 
under the coercion act, for language uttered 
at a recent lend meeting. 
lie was accompa­ 
nied to the railway train by a crowd with a 
brass band.

The Honolulu Advertiier furnishes the 
following items of D ew s : 
Four years of reciprocity privileges have 
rescued sugar estates 
from 
impending 
bankruptcy ; have increased agricultural 
enter; rises throughout the country, and 
added to the national wealth ; built up va­ 
rious flourishing industries, enlivened trade 
and enlarged commerce ; increased the rev­ 
enues of Government and permanently im­ 
proved the metropolis. 
The mortality among small-pox patients 
at Honolulu at this date (March 12th), 97 
deaths out of 270, or over one-third of the 
patients taken to the Quarantine Hospital, 
is unusually large. 
The feeling against the Chinese is daily- 
growing in intensity, on account of recent 
outrages. March 0th Honolulu was startled 
bv a report that a savage murder had been 
committed by a Chinaman. 
The victim 
was Ah Lee, a gardener at l’auoa valley. 
The name of the murderer is Leong LuDg, 
formerly a partner of Ah Lee, and the sole 
instigation to the fatal assault was the lat- 
ter’s inability to pay Leong Lung a sum of 
about $19. 
Leong took with him another 
Chinaman, and carried a butcher’s cleaver. 
Tiie murderer escaped for the time, but was 
found March 12tb. 
Immediately after the news of the m ur­ 
der in l’zuoa valley had spread through 
the town, intelligence was received of 
another assault made by a Chinaman. The 
scene of the outrage was Waianae. and the 
person attacked was Captain Ross, on 
whose sugar plantation his assailant was 
employed. 
The Chinaman attacked Rosa 
with a hoe, and struck him several times, 
inflicting serious injurii s. 
Two of Cap­ 
tain Ross’ ribs were broken, also his arm. 
The Chinaman is in jail. 
About 2,400 Chinese imni'grants are in 
quarantine at Honolulu. 
The Portuguese population of the .Sand­ 
wich Islands is increasing rapidly. 
The missiouary ship Pomare has re­ 
turned to Honolulu from a nine months' 
voyage amoDg the South Sea Islands. She 
visited Jaloit, Tanna, Erro Manga, the 
New Hebrides, Api, \ annua, Lavu and 
many other islands. 
The vessel 
was 
grounded on Bishop’s Island, but got off 
the next dav.

GENEEAL CLASHING OF SW0EDS. 


M ahone and B en. H ill H av e A nother 
B out.

W ashington, April 13th.—Pendleton said 
the Republican course was unprecedented. 
Hoar had charged, but subsequently retracted 
the charge, that the Democrats were revolu­ 
tionary. 
Hoar said he ha'd not made, but did now 
make, that charge. 


PENDLETON UNEARTHS A CONSPIRACY. 
Pendleton said he would leave Brown of 
Georgia to make him retract the charge, as 
he had done before with Sherman. 
He said 
this was a scheme to destroy the Democracy 
in Virginia, through the installation of Itid- 
dleberger and a brigade of paid employes, as 
instruments to perambulate the State and 
win local elections. 
He took up this gage of 
battle in behalf of the Democracy. 
They 
would discharge the public business under 
the lead of the Republicans, would consider 
nominations and then adjourn, but would not 
unite in desecrating that altar (pointing to 
the Clerk’s desk), consecrated to the dis­ 
charge of great public duties, and dedicated 
to the service of all parties, but for the par­ 
tisan use of none. They would not permit 
it to be used for political warfare and the 
spoils of petty partisan triumphs. The Re­ 
publicans might call it improper, seditious, 
revolutionary, treasonable, but the Demo­ 
crats would prevent the great wrong and ap­ 
peal to the American people to decide the 
right. 
Pendleton asked Allison and Dawes wheth­ 
er, if Mahone had not voted with the Repub­ 
licans, the Republican caucus would have 
nominated Eiddleberger ? 
Neither answering, he said : “ Silent one, 
silent all.” 
DAWES REPLIES. 
Dawes said it was unfair to impute silence 
to the Republican side, because they did not 
break into and spoil a speech and use figures 
which they had prepared at home and com­ 
mitted to memory. This was a fight in which 
there could be no compromise without ob­ 
struction, and he who would yield a hair of 
the omnipotent will of the majority, as it 
spoke through the Constitution and laws, was 
a traitor to his country. [Applause in the 
galleries.] 
Harris—Does not the Senator know, when 
he speaks about majorities, that without the 
aid of this side of the chamber the thirty- 
eight Senators on that side are utterly pow­ 
erless, under the Constitution, to perform 
any act which would be binding on any indi­ 
vidual in the land ? You have no quorum. 
Dawes—Does the Senator mean that he 
will again secede, as he did twenty years 
ago ? Does he mean that he will not perform 
his constitutional functions, and that there 
stands with him the whole of that party 
which the Senator from Ohio tried to lift up 
to the sky this morning ? They will aban­ 
don their seats—they will refuse to perform 
their functions—they will declare that this 
Senate shall not proceed with its delibera 
tions. 
Does he announce that we cannot 
accomplish anything without his aid? He 
announces only in a new form what T heard 
twenty years ago, when a man got up here 
and announced that he held an allegiance 
higher than that to the Constitution, which 
he had sworn to support, and he would turn 
his back on his oath and his flag and go forth 
to make war upon it. 
This is war in an­ 
other form. 
This is as fatal, if it succeetls, 
as was the undertaking of Jefferson Davis 
when he announced the same doctrine in an­ 
other form from where tho Senator now 
stands. 
Has it come to this again ? Has it 
been resurrected after twenty years, after 
war, disaster and surrender on the field? 
Has it come up here in this mild and insid­ 
ious form, that the majority is helpless un­ 
less the minority proves true to its oath and 
its duty ? If so this day’s debate is more im­ 
portant than any day’s debate which has been 
had in this chamber since the foundation of 
the Government. 


AN INTERRUPTION, 
Harris, who had been some time endeavor­ 
ing to internipt Dawes, here managed to 
obtain the floor. 
“ Now,” he said, "th a t 
the frenzy of the Senator has slightly abated, 
and as he desires to know what was meant by 
the interrogatory, I beg to assure the Senator 
that so far as my constitutional duties are 
concerned they will be performed as earnest­ 
ly and as constantly, and I trust with more 
frankness aud manliness than the Senator 
has performed his on this occasion. 
I meant 
simply this—that your boasted constitutional 
majority is no majority.” 
After some further remarks by Harris and 
Dawes, Saunders explained the pairing of 
Mahone with Williams, and Beck said when 
Mahone avowed himself a Republican the 
Democrats would be ready fo pair with him, 
and not until then. 


HILL AND MAHONE. 
Hill of Georgia referred to remarks made 
that the Democrats tried to capture Mahone’s 
vote, and entered an emphatic denial of the 
charge. 
Mahone rose to reply. 
He called the Sen­ 
ate to witness that he had not in this discus­ 
sion transgressed the bounds of propriety; 
that he had been courteous and respectful. 
He was the custodian of his own Democracy. 
[ Audible comments on the Democratic side 
on the use of the word “ Democracy.”] He 
did not choose to debate that question. 
It 
was not debatable. 
The whole question was 
one between himself aud those who sent him 
to the Senate. 
He could not become a parti­ 
san of either party. 
W hat debt did he owe 
to either? He certainly owed nothing to the 
National Democracy, as represented by liar- 
num and his committee. 
He now came to 
the question of privilege on which he had in­ 
tended to seek the floor to-day. 
He had not 
been in the Senate chamber last Thursday 
when the discussion took [dace betweeD Sen­ 
ators Rollins and Hill, and he had only no­ 
ticed it in the Iteeord. 
He had an extract from the discussion read 
at the Clerk’s desk. 
At the point where, in response to a sug­ 
gestion by Rollins that the Democrats had 
been seeking to make arrangements to secure 
Mahone’s vote, Hill replied, “ But we would 
not have bought it.” 
“ Now, Mr. President (continued Mahone, 
waving his arms to give greater force to what 
he was saying), that language admits of one 
or more interpretations, and I come to ask 
the Senator from Georgia, as his language in 
one aspect implies that my vote had been or 
could be bought, whether he intended to con­ 
vey any such idea?” 
Hill (in bis seat)—Go on, and I will an­ 
swer. 
Mahone—I am ready for you to answer 
now. 
Hill—I prefer to wait till you get through. 
Mahone (with emphasis)—I have nothing 
more to say, hut to ask a simple question. 
Hill (taking the floor in his own right)— 
Now, I shall make to that Senator the answer 
which I feel that he or any other Senator 
ought make to me under like circumstances, 
and tell exactly the truth. I inferred by a 
remark mado by the Senator from New 
Hampshire (Rollins) that he was charging 
that we had sought to make an arrange­ 
ment—that was his language—by which ws 
would control the vote of the Senator fro m 
Virginia, to get the organization o{ the 
Senate, and in response to that I said we 
would not have bought it. 
I meant simply 
to negative what I understoo] to be 
a 
charge of the Senator from 
New H a m p ­ 


shire. That is what I intendei to nega­ 
tive. The Senator from New Hampshire 
seemed to be going on the assumption that 
the other side was charged with having 
bought a vote from the Senator from Vii- 
ginia, and he seemed to be implying that we 
had intended to buy it and could not do so. 
I denied (addressing himself directly to Ma­ 
hone) that we did buy your vote. 
I denied 
that we w-anted to buy your vote. 
We 
would not have given you a fig for your vote. 
That is what I intended to do. 
I did not 
charge that tiis Senater had sold his vote. I 
do not say now that the Senator has sold bis 
vote. 
I would not charge, unless I knew it 
to be a fact, that any Senator had sold his 
vote. 
If the Senator wants me to go further 
and say what I believe, that is a different 
question; and I wish to say to the Senator 
now, that if he proposes to call to account 
everybody in this country who has a belief 
on that Bubject, he has a heavy task on hi9 
hands. 
I will make no charge agaiDRt any 
Senator ; but let not any Senator invite my 
opinion or compel my opinion by seeking to 
make that a charge which is not one, because 
he may get that opinion, and get it very 
fully. 
Mahone—I have nothing to do with the 
Senator’s opinion. 
I have risen to ask the 
Senator from Georgia a plain, direct ques­ 
tion. 
He says I will have everybody to call 
to account. 
That is not the question. 
The 
Senator from Georgia has used language 
which has been read. 
He knows whether be 
intended to convey an impression that I sold 
my vote, or that my vote had been bought. 
He kuows that, and I respectfully ask 
whether he so intended that ? 
Hill (not rising)—I answered you fully. 
It 
will be in the Iteeord. 
Mahone—As the Senator fails here to 
answer directly a direct question, I will give 
him a problem to solve. 
He shall have a 
conundrum. 
I say to him if he did not mean 
to imply that my vote had been or could be 
bought, he states or undertakes to convey 
that which is foul, uutrue, false, and that no 
man less than a coward would make it. 
[The 
reporter gives the sentence as delivered.] 
Now, I say to him, he can solve in his own 
mind whether he so intended or not. 
(Ad­ 
dressing himself directly to Hill in a men­ 
acing tone)—” You can solve that, sir, if you 
choose. That is all that I have to say to you 
now,” resuming his seat. 
Hill rose to reply, but Mahone, continuing 
his remarks, said:

question for yourself, whether you intended 
to convey that meaning or not.” [A good 
deal of applause in the galleries, which the 
presiding officer (Kellogg) endeavored to re­ 
press, and most of which, according to Pen­ 
dleton, came from the front seat of the 
private gallery of Senators.] 
Hill (studiously emphasizing every pointed 
expression)—Mr. President, I have too much 
respect for the Senate, too much respect for 
myself, too much respect for the people, to 
bandy epithets with the Senator from V ir­ 
ginia, or any other Senator here. I have never 
sought to receive or give, or reseut an inBult 
in this chamber. 
I would not insult a Sen­ 
ator in this chamber. The Senator cannot 
insult me. He is powerless to insult anybody. 
[The two last sentences were uttered with de­ 
liberateness and point.] 
Cameron of Pennsylvania (in a nervous, 
excited manner)—W hat do you mean by that ? 
Hill—I am not dealing with the Senator 
from Pennsylvania now. The Senator (Ma­ 
hone) asked me a question. 
I answered his 
question. 
I answered it explicitly. 
That 
answer is on the record. 
It will remain 
there. It was a truthful answer. I answered 
it precisely as I thought and felt at the time. 
I used words. 
Any Senator can read those 
words. 
If the Senator (Mahone) thinks he 
(emphasizing the pronoun) can suppress a 
gedtleman in discussion in this Senate by as­ 
suming to play the bully, he has made a mis­ 
take. 
This ended the discussion for the day, 
which was followed with interest by a large 
audience in the galleries. 
A motion made by Farley to go into execu­ 
tive session was lost—20 to 20. 
Adjourned.

REVIEW OF TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 13th.—The current of 
leisurely debate in the Senate, which for 
several days recently has been running so 
low in point of interest as to indicate a near 
approach to stagnation, took a sudden turn 
this afternoon into a veritable whirlpool of 
heated discussion, with the effect of stirring 
up party feeling and reviving personal ani­ 
mosity to an extent 
which

which will manifestly tend only to increase 
its stubbornness. 
The charges and counter 
charges freely made by both sides culminate 1, 
as might be expected, in another exciting 
outbreak of personal denunciation between 
Mahone and Hill of Georgia, which is fully 
described above. The prevalant opinion is 
that in this encounter the little Virginian 
gained a decided advantage, but it is also re­ 
marked on every hand that scenes of this 
character are becoming altogether too com­ 
mon in the United States Senate, and that it 
strongly behooves both parties to put an end 
to them by some emphatic assertion of that 
body’s traditional dignity and sense of de­ 
corum.

IJO ahd o f E d c c a tio n .—The City Board of 
Education met again last evening. The Board 
reconsidered its action in making the vaca­ 
tion this year four months, and resolved that 
the vacation he three instead of four months, 
but that '.'¡e two term s of the year remain as 
ordered in u.e new rule adopted at the previ­ 
ous meeting. 
Thus the first term will begin 
in October with the beginning ot the school 
year, and continué five months, and the sec­ 
ond term 1 ifigin in M arch and end with the 
close of July. 
By the change last evening 
the Echools will not close this year until the 
last week in June, when a vacation will be­ 
gin, and extend through July, August and 
September. 
The Board adopted the follow­ 
ing : 
“ Resolved, T hat the pupils of the 
High, a:.d first grade of the 
Gram mar 
Schools, be promoted on 
the unanimous 
recommendations of their teachers and i ’riu- 
cipals of the -■ diooi of which they are mem­ 
bers. 
Resolved, That the action of the Board 
heretofore had in placing the m atter of pro­ 
motions in the second, third, fourth and fifth 
grades under the control of the Principals of 
the Gram mar Schools, and th at of the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades under the control 
of the eupn vising Principal, is hereby re­ 
affirmed, with the further discretion to dis­ 
pense with written examinations so far as 
practicable. 
The Board then resumed the 
consideration of its code of rules. 
Among 
the rules adopted is one adding an additional 
hour to the school hours, so as to extend the 
afternoon hours to 4 I’. M. in all schools, ex­ 
cept the High School and the half-day classes 
of the eighth grade. 
In the afternoon there 
is to be in all such schools a recess of twenty 
minutes. 
The rule takes effect with the new 
school year in October. 


A T ram p ’s T ic k e t.—Upon the arrival of 
a train from the E ast a few days since, one 
of the officers a t the depot noticed a man 
emerge from underneath one of the care, and 
hasten away out of sight to the rear of the 
depot. 
Suspecting him to be a tram p who 
had been beating a ride the officer made an 
examination, and between the four wheels 
under one end of the car, found a small piece 
of board dropped upon the ground which had 
been carefully prepared and used by the im- 
pecuniuus traveller as a seat. 
The bit of 
board was five inches by nine in size, and 
seven-eighths of an inch in thickness. Across 
one side of this, a half-inch slot had been cut 
so as to fit a half-inch bar of iron extending 
across the truck and upon which the rider 
balanced himself. 
Upon the other side of the 
board was a c ushion, made by tacking on a piece 
of sheep pelt. 
Tucked underneath this was 
found the tram p’s ticket, composed of a piece 
of pasteboard t rn from a show card and 
upon which was w ritten : “ T ram p’s ticket 
from New York to San Francisco. 
Good on 
any train until fired off.” 
I t is not known 
w hether the fellow had succeeded iu beating 
his way in the perilous position upon differ­ 
ent traius, the entire distance from New 
York, but the improvised seat bore the marks 
of a great deal of haudiing and wear, and the 
ticket secured with it is the first tram p’s 
th r mgh ticket th at the company has “ taken 
up.”

The Odd Fellows’ Bank case3 were up 
again yesterday in the Superior Court before 
Judge Williams, and were argued again at 
length on t he points already presented in the 
R e c o rd -U n io s ’# report.

A It the Year Round, discussing the won­ 
ders of Professor Bell’s photophone and 
the possibilities which such an invention 
leads us to consider, says: 
“ Not only 
are we transported to the remote specula­ 
tors of the scientific p a st; we are hurled 
into the depths of the future by the savans 
of the present, who see in the new dis­ 
covery means of intercommunication that 
will add immeasurable powers to those 
now poseessed by mankind. 
One of the 
savants, M. Armengaud the younger, of 
Paris, has struck out a collateral inven­ 
tion to the photophone, little less marvel­ 
ous than itself. 
It is an instrum ent which 
he proposes to call the ‘telestroscope.’ 
By 
means of this, he says, we shall be able to 
see objects situated upon any part of the 
earth’s surface, and at any distance from the 
observer. 
His reasoning is based upon the 
laws of reflection of images. 
All objects 
reach our eyes by means of luminous rays ; 
the problem is to transport them to such 
distances as we desire. 
The scientists to 
whom M. Armengaud has communicated 
his conception are confident of its feasi­ 
bility. 
So it may come to pass that we 
shall see and hear our most distant corre­ 
spondents while they communicate with ub. 
A merchant in London, by telephone and 
telestroscope, will be brought into some­ 
thing like contact with a client at San 
Francisco, Shanghai, St. Petersburg, Yeddo 
or elsewhere. 
It is true there are many 
difficulties in the way, but, with the cardi­ 
nal principles fully grasped, it may be a 
mere question of details.”
